ad. respectively. : 

Mr. Tycho Wing (stances Ellis & 
Hays) appeared .forplaintifs, whilst Mr. 
L.;°G. Graham-Taylor, .a director of 
Garner, Quelch & Co., Ltd., represented 
defendants. 

- Mr. Graham-Taylor said that the claims 
were admitted, but asked for an “adjourn- 
ment. He stated that his company pro- 
posed to go into voluntary liquidation, and 
if his Lordship delivered judgment against 
them now, it would’ put plaintiffs i in the 
position of preferential creditors.
